100,000 STOLEN AUTOMOBILES. 
The New York Herald, which has been 
m aking a somewhat detailed investigation 
of automobile stealing in the United States, 
estimates that not less than 100,000 cars 
with an estimated value of $100,000,000 
are stolen in this country every year. 
The 
H erald’s estimates are based 
upon exact 
figures for 28 cities. In New York, Chica­ 
go, Detroit, Cleveland, Los Angeles, Kansas 
City, Portland, Denver, San Francisco, St. 
Louis, Seattle, 
Indianapolis, 
Boston, Salt 
Lake City, Oakland, 
Omaha, 
Columbus, 
Cincinnati, Oklahoma City, Albany, New­ 
port, Buffalo, York, Pa., Grand Rapids, 
Richmond, Dayton, Lowell and Evansville 
3*7,554 cars are known to have been stolen 
in 1921. 
Of these 26,517 have been re­ 
covered. 
The figures for the 28 cities over 
a period of four years indicate that at least 
a fourth of the cars stolen are never re­ 
covered. 
The fact that many of the stolen cars are 
covered in part by insurance does not help 
the general 
situation 
very 
much. 
The 
Herald points 
out 
that in order to meet 
these losses “the insurance rates have been 
going up until they have become almost a 
penalty, and the automobile owner is the 
one who suffers and pays. Every man who 
owns a car is contributing in one way or an­ 
other, and 
perhaps in several 
ways, to 
meeting this loss. 
He is paying directly in 
the price of cars and insurance and indi­ 
rectly in the tremendous policing cost ma^e 
necessary to catch the crooks.” 
The in­ 
surance people, according to the Herald, 
have found it necessary to organize a spe­ 
cial detective agency to aid in running 
down the automobile thieves. 
It is a fact, 
however, that the machinery existing for 
this purpose 
is 
inadequate 
and 
that a 
broader system, operating under more com­ 
prehensive laws, national as well as state, 
is necessary if the practice of appropriat­ 
ing other 
people’s 
automobiles 
without 
their leave is to be broken up.

SOLVING THE OIL REFUSE PROBLEM. 
•; The progress which has been made in 
New 
York 
towards 
elimination 
of the 
menace and nuisance of sludge oil on the 
waters of the harbor must be a m atter of 
interest 
and 
encouragement to all other 
ports w hich have been contending with the 
same problem. A year ago oil pollution of 
die waters in and near New York harbor 
was so serious that a great body of citizens 
formed an organization known as the “Oil 
Pollution Committee of the Port of New 
^Tork,” and went vigorously to work. 
A 


campaign of education was instituted, ef­ 
forts were made to render more effective 
the law’s regulating the dumping of oil, the 
cooperation 
of shipping 
companies, dry 
dock owners, and oil and industrial firms 
was sought 
The results achieved in the 
course of a year have been most impressive. 
According to an article in the New York 
Times, members of the committee declare 
that the New York harbor is freer of oil 
pollution than any other great harbor in the 
civilized world. 
Captain P. N. Olmstead, supervisor of 
the port, attributes the success of the un­ 
dertaking to education rather than to the 
penalties w’hich the law imposes. 
An im­ 
portant factor has been the organization of 
several companies which make a business 
of collecting the refuse oil as soon as the oil 
burner enters the harbor, asking about $1 
a barrel for removing sludge. 
Most of the 
American oil burners, it is said, now get rid 
of their sludge in this manner, the chief of­ 
fender at present being the foreign tramps 
which dump their oil outside the three-mile 
limit. 
W hat has been accomplished in New 
York can certainly be accomplished with 
less effort in other places, where the condi­ 
tions are not as serious as they were in New 
York harbor. 
Thus it appears that the oil 
pollution problem, which a little while ago 
appeared to be an 
exceedingly 
difficult 
one, is nothing like as tough a proposition 
as it seemed and can be solved successfully 
if a serious effort is made to solve it. 
It is reassuring to feel that this menace 
to the coast fisheries and the supply of 
oysters, shrimp, etc., can be controlled if 
the task is undertaken in the right w’ay. 
Fish are returning to New York waters, it 
is said, and the bathing resorts along that 
part of the coast are no longer in danger of 
being ruined. 


THE SUBSIDY GOLD BRICK. 


St. Louis Post-Dispatch: 
It is only fair 
to judge public officials by their deeds 
rather than by their antecedents. 
Chair­ 
man Lasker of the shipping board w as a 
Chicago advertising man before hisappoint- 
ment by the president. There is nothing in 
his history to connect him with the shipping 
business. Yet, as hired advocate of the gov­ 
ernment in a position of distinction and re­ 
sponsibility, he has dictated a shipping bill 
w’hich serves no purpose of the government 
but to rid it of property at a small fraction 
of its original cost and from 25 to 60 per 
cent below its present replacement value. 
After that the government would pay out 
from $40,000,000 to $75,000,000 a year in 
subsidies and expenses. The former figure 
is Lasker’s own estimate. 
Even then, the government w’ould not be 
out of the shipping business. 
It would re­ 
tain from 5,000,000 to 7,000,000 of its 10,- 
000,000 tons, this being 
the 
estimate of 
completely unsalable tonnage. It would be 
receiving a part of the present value of the 
fleet, estimated at from $150,000,000 to 
$250,000,000, 
for which it paid $3,000,- 
00,000. 
Also it would put up a revolving 
fund of $125,000,000, to be loaned to ship 
owners at 2 per cent, 
W hat the ship owners would receive is 
the converse of all this— the large end of 
the horn. 
They would be getting an enor­ 
mous property at a fraction of its value; 
they would be paid 
for keeping it; they 
would be subject to federal income tax ex­ 
emptions. 
The shipping board in addition to sal­ 
aries ranging from $11,000 to $25,000 a 
year, would be placed in charge of vast dis­ 
criminatory powers which would open the 
way to wholesale corruption for present or 
future members of the board. 
There are glorious benefits, bonuses, pre­ 
ferments and soft snaps in the shipping bill 
for everybody involved except the govern­ 
m en t 
For the shipping 
board 
and the 
shipping interests in its emergency legisla­ 
tion that will brook no delay. 
When the 
eyes of the people are opened not even the 
urgency of a pretty front on party harmony 
will save it.

The wool schedule, which became infam­ 
ous as Schedule K, was the most offensive 
of the duties levied under the Payne-Al- 
drich tariff law. The wool schedule of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff bill is probably 
the most offensive schedule in the pending 
tariff measure. 
There 
are 
many 
other 
schedules which are 
utterly indefensible 
but where these 
other schedules rob the 
consumers of millions or tens of millions 
the wool schedule will rob them of hun­ 
dreds of millions. 
Senator Walsh of Mas­ 
sachusetts declared on Saturday that the 
wool schedule means $200,000,000 a year 
additional burden on the American people 
in clothing costs. 
It may well mean all of 
that. 
It may, indeed, 
mean 
much more 
than that. 
It has been shown by Mr. Conrad Hobbs, 
a wool merchant of Boston, that the pro­ 
posal to levy a specific duty on the scoured 
content of wool is especially inquitious and 
indefensible because the burden of such a 
tax will fall most heavily upon those who 
can least afford to bear it, the poorer peo­ 
ple. 
This, as Mr. Hobbs has explained, is 
Vocalise of the fact that there are at least 
twelve distinct grades of wool in quality, 
the length of staple varying moreover from

It seems that false prophets were 
flourshing in Babylon telling the peo­ 
ple that they would speedily be re­ 
stored to their own land. To counter­ 
act this the Lord moved Jeremiah to 
send this letter to the captives In 
Babylon (vv. 8, 9). 
In this letter he 
advised them 
to settle down and 
fuietly pursue their regular callings 
af life anti nut to be led astray by the 
false prophets (vv. 6, 7). 
I. 
The length 
of the

(v. IO). Their coming back was to be 
“after seventy years.” 
From Daniel 
9:2 it is clear that seventy years 
means a definite time. 
It dates from 
the tim* when the first company was 
taken < aptive among which Daniel 
was found. 
*2. 
Recovered by God (w . 10-14). 
God’s purpose in the captivity was 
to cure i ii em of their idolatrous prac­ 
tices. Ile assured them that when His 
purpose was accomplished he would 
visit them and convince them of Ills 
good purpose tow'ard them. When once 
this was done they w'ould call upon 
Ulm in sincerity and He would be 
found of them. 
Their captivity He 
would turn away; gather them from 
all the nations and bring them iDto 
their own land.

(I) 
This was not by ac­ 
cident, but that the word of the Lord 
might be fulfilled (v. I). 
What G<»d 
has promised He will do; He never 
forgets. 
Wherever we find a promise 
which He hath made we can rest upon 


It; He will make good. (2) By divine 
initiation (v. I). “The Lord stirred up 
the spirit of Cyrus.” 
How this was 
done we do not know. Possibly Daniel 
brought to his attention the prophecy 
of Isaiah and Jeremiah (Isa. 44:28; 
Jer. 25:12). Every Impulse to do good 
In all men is caused by the Lord—even 
a heathen king who may not have been 
conscious of doing His will, at God s 
appointed time took the initiative in 
this matter. 
It may have been that 
Cyrus only saw his own action as a 
piece of statecraft—the creation of a 
buffer state nation between his king­ 
dom and that of Egypt. 
Be that aa 
U may, God stirred him up to do Hit 
will. (3) The content of His proclama­ 
tion (vv. 2-4). (a) ‘The Lord God of 
heaven hath charged me to build Ulm 
a house in Jerusalem” (v. 2). This 
makes clear that he had some impres­ 
sion of God’s hand upon him. (b) Ap­ 
peal to Jewish patriotism (v. 3). He 
invokes God’s blessing upon such aa 
possess the national religious feeling, 
and commands them to go and build 
the house of the Lord God. 
(c) Lend 
assistance (v. 4). Man; 
the Jew*
